WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger urged Is- 
rael to keep the border flare-ups 
with Syria from getting out of 
hand, but he did not ask for a 
passive Israeli response in the 
face of Syrian attacks. This was 
reported following the meeting be- 
tween Dr. Kissinger and Foreign 
Minister Abba Eban on Tuesday. 

In ἃ 10-minute preliminary pri- 
vate conversation,-the two concen- 
trated on the volatile situation pro- 
voked by continued Syrian artillery 
barrages on the Golan Heights. 

Israel Ambassador Simcha Dinitz 
was the only other person present. 
The three were then joined by 10 
other State Department and Israeli 
aides for the remainder of their 
hour-long meeting. 

In the private session, Eban and 
Kissinger exchanged information and 
impressions about the military and 
diplomatic implications of the escala- 
tion on the Syrian front, 


American sources have been com- 
paring the step-up in Syrian act- 
ivity to the increased Egyptian pro- 
vocation before the Egyptian-Israeli 
disengagement agreement. The com- 
parison suggests they view the Syr- 
ian fighting as a diplomatic ploy 
to gain some psychological ad- 
vantage in the forthcoming indirect 
talks on disengagement, rather than 
as ἃ matter of major military con- 
sequence. 

Israeli officials reject this inter- 
pretation, pointing to the casutaties, 
which they say cannot be tolerated 
without response.

‘Only two’

The Golan Heights was yes- 
terday quieter than it has been 
for: eight days, the Syrians li- 
miting their activity to two light 
bombardments of the northern 
and sovth-eastern sectors of the 
bulge captured in the October 
war.

Employers: 
tax changes 
untimely 


Jerusalem Post Econumic Editor 
TEL AVIV. — The Liaison Bureau 
of Economic Organizations has 
come out against the tax amend- 
ments tabled in the Knesset last 
week, calling them untimely and 
unequitable, 

It insists on comprehensive tax 
reform, in particular immediate im- 
position of added value tax, accom- 
panied by a sharp cut in indirect 
taxes, Avner Ben-Yakar, head of 
the bureau's economic committee, 
told reporters yesterday. 

Abolishing the defence loan war- 
ranted an increase in tax from 38 
percent to 40, but not to 42 per 
cent, if funds available for reinvest- 
ment are not to be reduced, he said. 
The suggested harsher capital gains 
tax disregarded the rapid pace of 
inflation. 

The new personal income tax 
rates did not reduce the tax burden. 
If the war loan is taken into ac- 
count, the burden is heavier than 
ἃ year ago, even with abolition of 
the compulsory defence loan. The 
proposed extension of income tax 
to include part of travel and book 
allowances would simply force em- 
ployers to increase these fringe 


benefits, adding huge amounts to 
the country’s wage bill and pur- 
chasing power.

Oil embargo easing won’t 
benefit ‘favoured nations’

The much heralded Arab deci- 
sion on Monday to lift the em- 
on oil shipments to the 
US., West Germany and Italy will 
not really affect the supply situa- 
tion in these three countries. 
Other objective factors will keep 
fuel than they already ha’ coe 
e! 6: ve. 
While there Sill be some relief in 
the American oil situation, the U.S. 
is’ still short of refining capacity, 
and is not fully utilizing alternative 
energy sources (like coal), owing to 
the vocal anti-pollution lobby. (Lat- 
est example is that Aristotle Onas- 
sis, the Greek Anancial megnate, 


wants to build a $600m. refinery at 
a selected spot in New England — 
and the New Englanders object.) 

The decision to supply Germany 
and Italy with the same allocation 
as before the October war was alsc 
not meaningful, according to expert 
opinion. The Arab States do not 
control the marketing of oil, they 
said. 

The two factors that do count 
are total volume of world output 
and price. Qutput has sagged by 
15 per cent since last September 
(in producer countries that are play- 
ing this game). But world demand 
has sagged likewise, owing to the 
higher price.

Health Minister Victor Shemtov, 
his Mapam colleague, lauded Abdul 
Aziz for having spoken the same 
language, whether his listeners were 
Arabs or Jews. “His personal in- 
tegrity made him convincing,” Shem- 
tov said. 

Druse Sheikh Jaber Muadi (Align- 
ment-affiliated) said that Abdul Aziz 
combined total loyalty to the State 
with active defence of his Arab 
People's rights. He concluded his 
Arabic evlogy with the traditional 
Phrase: “Inna Hlluhi we'lnna ieihi 
rajiiun” (We belong to Allah and 
we return unto Him).

Jobert going 
to Algeria

Tax system has become counter- productive 


What the new reform will achieve

. A SIMPLE-minded citizen trying 
to understand our tax policy 
moust be very puzzled now. He ‘has 
yeen told that people must now pay 
the heavy cost of the war. But he 
is algo told that one of the first 
decisions taken by the new govern- 
ment was to cut taxes, Government 
spokesmen warnhim to tighten his 
belt because he will be left with 
Yess income to spend. But the Mi- 
nister of Finance announces ‘that 
20,000 additional earners will be re- 
Meved from paying income tax, and 
that the average tax rate wili drop 
13 per cent. “The main reasons for 
carrying out the tax reform," Mr. 
Sepir said In his budget speech, 
“were three; the inflation caused no- 
‘minal incomes of individuals to rise 
substantially, as 8. result.of which 
(Δ ever-growing number of tax- 
payers became subject to high mar- 
ginal tax rates; cuts in income tax 
rates are also essential for reduc- 
‘tion of distortions which have deve- 
loped in course of time; moreover, 
σα expect the reform to bring us 
closer to collection of the true tax 
“due.” In plain language — Mr. Sapir 
admitted that the income tax rates 
had to be reduced because they 
were excessive, unjust and ineffi- 
clent. But what will the reform he 
was talking about achieve? 


The income tax, rate on the first 
TL2,000 of chargeable income will 
rise from 18 per cent to 25 per cent. 
The marginal tax rates for higher 
_incomes will also rise, though prog- 
ressively less steeply, for incomes 
over IL1,000 a month, The top tax 
rate —- for annual income over 
170,000 — will advance from 63 
to 65 per cent. The tax incidence 
for chargeable income will therefore 


be heavier, and rise more steeply 
than hitherto. A man earning, say, 
1L2,500 a month will be subject to 
a@ marginal tax rate of over 50 per 
cent. Moreover, the amount of char- 
geable income will be increased -— 
for above average earners —~ by the 
inclusion of part of the car and 
Hterature allowances. 

As regards company taxation, the 
rates were also upped, from 38 to 
42 per cent. The income tax on re- 
tained earnings is to rise from 25 
per cent to 30 per cent for an or- 
dinary company, and from 10 per 
cent to 15 for an “industrial” com- 
pany. Only “approved enterprises” 
have been left with their 33 per 
cent company tax rate (during the 
initial five year profitability period). 

The compulsory loan rates have 
also been increased. Companies will 
have 9 per cent of their gross pro- 
fit frozen in the war loan, 85 com- 
pared to 7 per cent (in the defence 
Joan) before the war, and private 
people between 7 and 12 per cent 
(against pre-war 7 per cent). 

How then can εἰ be claimed that 
the tax burden has been reduced? 
A closer look shows, indeed, that 
this claim js partly eyewash For 
some obscure reason the ‘ence 
joan is treated — and was 850 pre- 
sented in the budget estimates — 
as part and parcel of the income 
tax, while the war loart — which 
is less attractive as an investment 
— is treated as a voluntary loan 
The replacement of the defence loan 
by war loan can therefore be pre- 
sented as a decrease in the tax 
burden. Though as a result public 
discussion on the tax issue is mis- 
directed, 

More important, however, is an- 
other development: the substantlal 
Increase in tax-free elements of per- 
sonal income, as a result of three 


factors: the steady advance of the 
cost-of-living allowance; the increase 
(rather small) in personal allow- 
ance; and the expansion of tax- 
free children’s allowances, which 
have at long last become an im- 
portant {tem in the income of big 
families. A family of five will now 
have L983 a month free of tax if 
one of the parents is working, com- 
pared to IL620 a year ago. For ἃ 
family of eight the tax-free income 
threshold will be IL1,684 a month 
as compared to 1585. 


Cautious approach 


The result of the tax reform will 
therefore be quite different from 
what has been intended by Mr. Sa- 
Pir. While the low-income earners 
and large families will go virtually 
free, the incidence on the incomes 
above the free threshold will in- 
erease, with all the adverse affects 
of such a course. One may argue 
that such a fiscal policy is just 
what we need in the current cir- 
cumstances, because the burden of 
the war must be shared progressi- 
vely, but a realistic approach to 
this issue ought to be more cau- 
tious. 


Qne has to bear nm mind that 
our 6.0.1. allowance system by it- 
self works in a very progressive 
manner, because thec.o.l. allowance 
is only paid on income of up to 
1L700 a month — which is only 
half of the current average wage. 
The redistributive effect of this al- 
lowance is bigger than most people 
realize. A calculation made last 
year estimated that a 35 per cent 
rise in the 6.0.1. — which is likely 
to be achieved this year — would 
effectively reduce the purchasing 
power of a monthly wage of IL2,500 
(for an average family) by about 


Rabbinical Court has 


no jurisdiction over 


American Jews 


The High Court of Justice made 
absolute am order nisi calling on hte 
Tel Aviv Rabbinical Court to show 
cause why it should not refrain 
from considering the first respon- 
‘dent's action for maintenance and 
for a declaratory judgment to the 
.effect that her marriage to the pe- 
titioner was invalid. 

The petitioner, who is an Amer- 
ican citizen, and the respondent, 
who is an Israeli, were married in 
the United States im -1966..:In ες 978, 
the respondent returned to Israel 
with her son, and a few months 
later the petitioner followed her, 
on an immigrant’s visa. However, 
he, remained here for only five 
days, after discovering that his wife 
had brought an action for mainte- 
nance against him in the Rabbinical 
Court. After the petitioner's return 
to the U.S. the respondent brought 
a further action in the Rabbinical 
Court: for a declaratory judgment 
to the effect that their marriage 
was invalid and she was free to 
marry another. The petitioner claim- 
ed that the Rabbinical Court had 
no jurisdiction to deal with either 
action, and petitioned the High 
Court of Justice for an order nisi, 
which was granted. 

Section 1 of the Rabbinical Courts 
Jurisdiction (Marriage & Divorce) 
Law, 1953 provides that: “Matters 
of marriage and divorce of Jews in 
Ysrael, -being nationals or residents 
of the State, shall be under the 
exclusive jurisdiction of rabbinical 
courts.” 

Section 4 of this Law lays down 
that: “Where a Jewish wife sues 
her Jewish husband or his estate 
for maintenance in a rabbinical 
court, otherwise than in connection 
with divorce, the plea of the de-

Judgment 

Justice Witkon, who delivered the 
decision of the High Court of Jus- 
tice, Justices Many and Kabn con- 
curring, first considered the question 
of whether the Rabbinical Courthad 
Had?*hd-jurisdiction to consider: the 
respondent's application for invali- 
dation of her marriage to the peti- 
tionerand declaration that sbe was 
free to remarry. There is no 
doubt, he held, that this would be 
a matter of marriage, and the ques- 
tion is, therefore, whether the rab- 
Dbinical court would have the power 
to deal with it in the lignt of the 
provisions of section 1 of the Rab- 
binical Courts Jurisdiction (Mar- 
riage & Divorce) Law. 

Before considering this question, 
Justice Witkon dismissed out of hand 
the respondent's contention that the 
petitioner was not a party to her 
application. It is clear, he held, that 
if a husband asks for a “heter" 
to take 8. second wife, then his first 
wife would be a party to the ap- 
plication (see also H.C. 129/63, P.D. 
17/1640), Similarly, therefore when 
a wife asks for her marriage to be 
invalidated so that she can remar- 
ry, her husband must be a party 
to the application. For if it should 
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be successful, he would either find 
himself a bachelor, or else married 
to a woman who was not married 
to him — both of which conse- 
quences obviously concerned him 
closely. 
‘ Returning to the question of 
whether the Rabbinical Court had 
jurisdiction ‘to deal with the validity 
of the couple's marriage in view of 
section 1 of the Law, Justice Witkon 
noted that the answer to it hinged 
upon whether the petitioner was 
“Win “Israel” “and “was δ΄ résiderit~ of 
the State. If πὸ were ‘held tobe 
a resident, he continued, then he 
would automatically be deemed to 
be “in Israel” even if he were out 
of the country at the moment; 
whereas ifhe were not a resident, 
then he could hardly be deemed to 
be “in Israel” (see Justice Silberg 
on Personal Status in Israel, 1957, 
p. 358; and H.C. 129/63, p. 1650). 
The petitioner, however, is not, 
and never was, either a resident 
of Israel or “in Israel," for purposes 
of the respondent's actions, 85 not 
only was he not present in Israel 
at the time they were brought, but 
person who spends five days al- 
together in Israel, even if he comes 
here on an immigrant’s visa, can- 
ποῖ be said to have ever been a 
resident of Israel. The Rabbinical 
Court had, therefore, ‘no jurisdiction

One must also bear in mind that 
a@ wage explosion is in any case 
under way owinz to the prevailing 
labour shortage and the i 
pressure exercised by the govern- 
ment budget.

Lastly, as inflation is gathering 
pace, tax evasion may easily expand 
in spite of administrative efforts to 
curb it by deductions at source, stif- 
fer reporting rules for expense ac- 
counts, etc. 


It seems, thereti ore, that the time tion. 


has come to realize thet in spite 
‘of the reform so vaunted by official 
spokesmen, our current tax system 
has become anti-productive. An eco- 
nomy cannot operate properly ff 
more than half of the national in- 
come is taxed away, and an exces- 
Sive part of this is pumped out of 
the crucial section of middle-class 
incomes. Instead of serving as an 
instrument for promoting and ba- 
Jancing economic growth, our fiscal 
policy is now in danger of becoming 
δὰ economic handicap and an infla- 
tionary lever.

Labour leaves

Irritated somewhat by what they 
considered was Labour's insensitivity 
to the views of the six million people 
who voted for them, the newly- 
awakened Liberals said that they in- 
tended to vote against the govern- 
ment when veting on the Queen's 
Speech. They said they hoped to 
bring down the government and 
enter into a ccalition with the Con- 
servatives, who they believed should 
be given a chance 'to form a new 
government if Wilson was defeated. 

A considerable number of Conser- 
vative backbenchers, who had still 
not recovered their equilibrium after 
the Party's defeat at the election, 
decided that this was a good idea, 
and they pressed on the Conservative 
leadership the Idea of opposing the 
Labour programme as outlzed in 
the Queen's Speech, 


Conservatives’ defeat 


Also unbalanced by what it felt 1 
be an unjustified defeat, the Conser- 
vative leadership went along with the 
wishes of the junior members of the 
party. Party leader Edward Heath 
let tt be known that they intended 
to table an amendment to the Queen's 
Speech calling for a statutory in- 
comes policy, in other words, 
government-imposed wage restraint. 

‘Wilson played it cool He kept out 

of sight and let the left-wing rebel 
Michael Foot, now Minister of Em- 
ployment, make moat of the running. 
It was announced that the Trade 
Union Congress, which represents 
the country’s trades unions, had 
agreed that the wage restraints im- 
posed by the last government could 
only be phased out gradually. In 
effect meaning that statutory wage 
restraint would remain in force for 
some months. 
At the same time, Foot let it 
be known that he had every inten- 
Hon of scrapping the governmental 
wage controls which he considered 
totally undemocratic. 

However, the fact that this de- 
velopment would not be immediate 
took the force out of the Conser- 
vative amendment. And it made it 
look increasingly foolish for that 
party to break the traditicn of giv- 
ing a new government a fair chance 
before trying to bring it down. 

None the less, right up to the last 
moment, when the votes had to be 
taken, the Conservatives maintained 
thejr stance of planning to unseat 
Wiiscon by voting down his policy 
on wages. This was doubly foolish 
because it was clear to Wilson that 
Perhaps as many as 40 or even 50 
Conservative M.P.s who opposed 
wage and price controls in principle 
would mot vote in accordance with 
the Party whip. 

This fact only appears to have 
dawned on the Conservative whip 
at the last cnoment, late on Mon- 
day afternoon. By then it was too 
late. The party had made a public 
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commitment and even as it decided 
‘to abstain on the vote, the public 


were treated to a spectacle of Tory 


humiitation at the hands of a master 
politician, 

Wilson, of course had mot relied 
solely on disaffection in the Tory 
back-benches. He kuew that if the 
Conservatives and Liberals defeated 
his government on Its first proposal, 
and ἃ reasonably restrained pro- 
gramme at that, the public was likely 
to be irritated at belmg faced with 
mew elections so soon. In addition, the

had not had time to devise a new

platform more appealing 
voters, so might well have had to 
rehash the same old arguments, with- 
out the advantage of having the 
miners on strike or the country on 
a three-day working week. 
Wilson victory 

This was perhaps one of Wilson's 
finest hours. Even he was not 
in the centre of the stage, the victory 
was his, He had taken over the gov- 
ernment after Heath had tried to 
cling to power, and failed, The coun- 
try had hung in a state cf uncer- 
talnty for four days while Heath 
struggled to stay on at 10 Downing 
Street, the urgent needs of the coun- 
try belng ignored while this ex- 
ercise was conducted, 

Only hours after Heath conceded 
defeat, Wilson swept into power de- 
claring that he had a job to do and 
was gcing straight in to do it. 
Barely 24 hours later he had named 
his cabinet, composed of well-tried 
people, with only Michael Foot as 
the surprise nomination -— the 80- 
cialist firebrand coopted to deal with 
the unions, i 

Within days, Foot had ended the 
miners’ strike. A couple more days 
and the Minister of Energy an- 
mounced that the threeday working 
week was for the scrapheap. The 
EEC was notified that the next 
round of agricultural food price in- 
creases through taxation would have 
to be ned. The greater lunacies 
of the Heath Administration were 
swept ‘away in a week of hustle and 
bustle. υ 

‘With these and a number of other 
Popular measures announced, Wilson 
was in a strong position to meet the 
Tory chafenge. Just to round mut- 
ters cff and put the wind properly 
up their nents, the Labour 
Party let tt, be leaked that, if defeat- 
ed, they would call a General Elec- 
tion for April 11. 

It was too much for the Conser- 
vatives, and they caved in. 


Heath in danger 

The newspaper headlines on Tues- 
day morning made it clear that 
Labour had won a resounding vic- 
tory. “Farce” and "flasco” were only 
two of the words used in front-page 
headlines to describe Heath's defeat. 
A number of papers noted that Ed- 
ward Heath's leadership of the Party 
was now in even greater danger 
than after. the election failure. He 
had not only called an election when 
he could have avoided it, but he had 
led his Party to the slaughter a+ the 
hands of Labour. 

Wilscn can probably .rest easy for 
a while now. Even the budget at the 
end ofthe month, which will provide 
another opportunity for the opposi- 
ticn to topple him, 15 likely to pass 
relatively easily now. The Conser- 
vatives will be toc busy licking their 
Wounds and deciding what to do 
about Heath to be interested in 
toppling the government at this 
stage. They will probably hope that 
Wilson continues in power for a few 
menths more while they sort out 
thelr problems.
